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This Office action is in response to Applicants' election of Group I, claims 1-10, 19-21, 
25, to the elected species p-lactoglobulin and hair fiber. Upon review of the restriction, it 
appears that the previous restriction requirement was incomplete. Therefore, a second restriction 
requirement is set forth below. 

Claim 10 is withdrawn. Claims 1-9, 19-21, 25 are subject to a second restriction. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1, 8-9, 19-21, 25, drawn to a method of using a calycin protein comprising a 
binding domain and a targeting domain. 

Group IV, claim(s) 1-2, 8-9, 19-21, 25, drawn to a method of using a calycin protein, wherein the 
calycin further comprises an interaction domain. 

Group V, claim(s) 1, 3, 8-9, 19-21, 25, drawn to a method of using a calycin protein, wherein the 
calycin is a fusion protein and is a multimer. 

Group VI, claim(s) 1, 4-5, 8-9, 19-21, 25, drawn to a method of using a calycin protein, wherein 
the binding domain and/or targeting domain is endogenous to the calycin. 

Group VII, claim(s) 1, 6-9, 19-21, 25, drawn to drawn to a method of using a calycin protein 
comprising different binding domains and a targeting domain. 

The inventions listed as Groups I, IV-VII do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 
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(1) the special technical feature of Group I is the method of using a calycin protein to bind a 
selected ligand targeted to hair fiber; (2) the special technical feature of Group IV is the structure 
and function of the calycin interaction domain; (3) the special technical feature of Group V is the 
calycin multimeric fusion protein; (4) the special technical feature of Group VI is the structure 
and function of the calycin endogenous binding and/or targeting domain; (5) the special technical 
feature of Group VII is the structures and functions of the different binding domains on calycin. 

Accordingly, Groups I, IV-VII are not so linked by the same or corresponding special technical 
feature as to form a single general inventive concept. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and 
specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated 
as an election without traverse. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the 
inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case.

If the elected invention is drawn to more than 
5 independent claims or more than 25 total claims, applicant may file an amendment canceling a 
number of elected claims so that the elected invention would be drawn to no more than 5 
independent claims and no more than 25 total claims. 

If the restriction requirement is mailed on or after November 1, 2007, applicant is also 
required to file an ESD in compliance with 37 CFR 1.265 that covers each of the elected claims, 
unless the elected invention is drawn to no more than 5 independent claims and no more than 25 
total claims taking into account any amendment to the claims.
